When IVesideiit Uraiit attempted to annex 
the Hail Ikmiiugo end of the Island of Hayti. 
and was vignrmisly opposetl l>y Henators 
Heburs, Simmer and others, the American 
|«ople were suddenly awakene<l to the fact 
that they had at tlieir very d<x*rs, and wait- 
ing to be taken, one of the riehe-t and most 
interesting islands in the worlii. They were 
literally surfeited with inforiiialioii alsmt it; 
for annexation was ina<le an "atliiiinistration 
iiieasure,'' and fouglit over in the senate dur- 
ing all of ISTO, ami early in 1.171 a oominis- 
sion sent to the Island by vote of iMtigreut 
was aceoiii)«iiied by a (Xirpa of kisni eyed 
corrm|smdeiiU. All agree, 1 that the pror-
